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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues for the recognition of a 
distinction (a direct write between memory banks) that, as previously noted, is not supported by applicant's disclosure, consequently 
citing claim language that does not define over the prior art, as the claimed copying of data from one memory to another memory does 
not preclude using an intermediate buffer. Applicant's drawing figures apparently show all memory bank write data as being generated 
from the repeater (FIG. 3C), and "atomicity" of the data move operation of course does not preclude using an intermediate buffer. 
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
